Residents of San Jose, California and 
Hoboken, New Jersey are the season’s 
newest TV stars. They will be appearing 
on live, 24-hour, closed circuit programs, 
broadcast to the local police departments 
from downtown business areas. The 
sponsors of the new programs are the 
same government and industnes that 
brought the $3.25 billion “electronic 
battlefield" to Vietnam. While the war 
over there ‘“Vietnamizes,”” the Nixon 
Administration is quietly 
““Americanizing’’ the war's technology, 
and the war on the home front escalates 
The result: Americans, from marijuana 
smugglers to political dissidents to 
shopping housewives, are looking— though 
they may not know it-into the wrong 
end of surveillance devices that formerly 
spied on the Vietnamese.” 

Smugglers on the U.S./Mexican border 
face a new obstacle to their trade. The 
U.S. Border Patrol is now flying Air 
Force “Pave Eagle’’ airplanes— unmanned, 
remote-controlled drones--formerly used 
in the billion dollar Igloo White 
anti-infiltration program in Laos. Flying 
over remote stretches of the border, the 
planes relay signals from hundreds of 
ground sensors to an “Infiltration 
Surveillance Center,” where huge 
computers diagnose the data. But, as in 
Vietnam, the sophisticated electronic 
systems cannot quite distinguish “friend” 
from “foe.’’ A wandering burro can send 
the border patrolmen scrambling for their 
jeeps 


SENSORS 


The ground sensors are adaptations of 
the devices used to detect the sounds and 
vibrations of the movements of troops 
and supply trucks on the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail. Their use on the Mexican border is 
reportedly a result of Attorney General 
John Mitchell's “interest in surveillance 
discoveries and techniques.” The sensors 
were deployed in the summer of 1970, 
when the Border Patrol, an arm of the 
Justice Department, received a proposal 
for a sensor surveillance system from 
Sylvania Electronic Systems of Mountain 
View, California, which had produced 
sensors for use in Indochina. “The 
political implications of using surveillance 
equipment along a friendly foreign 
border,” noted Sylvania, “have been 
considered by selecting equipment that 
can be deployed without attracting 
attention and easily concealed.” 

Other surveillance sensors are quietly 
sprouting up all over. Beeping madly if 
someone comes near them, they surround 
prisons, vital utilities, and industrial and 
governmental facilities utside of 
Washington, electronic sens: are hidden 
in shrubbery inside a fence enclosing a 
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“maximum secunty subdivision’ of 67 


homes, each costing over $200,000 
Westinghouse sensors (‘you can be sure if 
it’s Westinghouse”) help the Secret 
Service guard the White House 


A LITTLE BLACK BOX 


Another technological Vietnam veteran 
now coming home is a black box that sees 
through walls. Engineers at the Army's 
Land Warfare Laboratory at Aberdeen, 
Maryland are modifying the PPS-14 
““foliage-penetration” surveillance radar 
onginally developed for spotting the 
“enemy” in the thick jungles of Vietnam. 
(Initially set up to “‘meet high-priority 
material requirements in Southeast Asia,” 
the Land Warfare Laboratory—with the 
Army's blessing-is now turning its 
attention to the needs of the police.) 
Prices at $6,500 each in quantities of 
300, the radar is about the size of a cigar 
box and weighs less than ten pounds 
Prototypes of the “Americanized” 
version of the radar, which will be 
capable of seeing through brick and 
cinderblock walls, will be available by the 
spring of 1972 for use in combatting 
“civic disturbances.’ 

The police can already see through the 
dark, thanks to the “night vision” devices 
developed for Vietnam. From New York 
City to . Florida, police 
departments are using their new toys to 
perform covert night surveillance while 
on routine patrol. The devices, capable of 
amplifying light levels 40,000 times, were 
developed by American industry during 
the 1960's to meet the urgent needs of 
the military for detecting the 
night-fighting Vietnamese guerrillas. The 
equipment was declassified, presumably 
at the request of the Justice Department 
in 1969 

Such military 
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suppliers as RCA 
SNOOPERSCOPE 


Raytheon, and Aerojet General now sell 
police versions at prices ranging from 
$2,000 to $8,000 each, and the Justice 
Department's Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) hopes 
to make available to the police a 
“Snooperscope” priced under $600. The 
enthusiasm of the police for night vision 
equipment is surpassed only by that of 
the electronics industry, where one 
executive has predicted that by the end 
of 1972, virtualiy all of the 40,000 police 
departments in the United States will be 
using night vision equipment 
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Pig brother is.............. 


The Electronics Industries Association 
hes estimated the annual market in law 
enforcement electronics at $400 million, 
most of which comes from LEAA grants 
The police can spend their money on 
“command = and control” systems, 
“voiceprint’” equipment, mobile digital 
teleprinters, and laser fingerprint 
analyzers: a Dick Tracy bonanza. At such 
annual --gatherings as the National 
Symposium on  Law_ Enforcement, 
Science and Technology, in Chicago, and 
the Carnahan Conference on Electronic 
Crime Countermeasures, at the University 
of Kentucky, engineers and governmental 
officials discuss the latest advances in 
police gadgetry 

During the latest Carnahan Conference, 
for example, engineers from Sylvania’s 
Socio-Systems Laboratory reported on 
“The World's First Police Operated 
Low-Light-Level Television System.”’ The 
equipment, which they claim is capable 
of discerning 4 man-sized object in 
extreme darkness from more than a 
half-mile away, has been installed high 
above the streets of Mt. Vernon, New 
York. The Justice Department, which 
financed the project with a $47,000 grant 
from its Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration, hopes to assess the public 
reaction to 24-hour covert surveillance 
“Only time will teil,” concluded the 
Sylvania engineers, “‘if citizens will object 
to a ‘Big Brother’ type atmosphere.” 


24 HOUR SURVEILLANCE 


But the Nixon Administration is not 
waiting for time to tell if citizens will 
object. Earlier this year, a study funded 
by the Justice Department recommended 
24-hour television surveillance of city 
streets. The recommendation was made 
by a committee of the National Academy 
of Engineering, an elite group of 
corporate engineering executives that 
advises the federal government on 
technological matters. (Interestingly, the 
committee members were executives of 
industries that would profit if their 
recommendations were accepted ) 

To test the effectiveness of 24-hour TV 
surveillance, the committee urged the 
Nixon Administration to implement a 
pilot program invilving the use of 140 
low-light level television 
Jeployed at every other intersection 
throughout an urban neighborhood 
covering two square miles. Of the 
estimated $1.5 million yearly cost, over 
$600,000 would go for the salaries of 175 
“viewers.” These men-in addition to 
receiving two dollars an hour for 
watching the tube would have the 
opportunity to zoom In on exciting street 
scenes, such as a game of handball or a 
goodnight kiss after a teenage date 
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The current sensor and TV surveillance 
projects are small-scale, but the combined 
interests of engineers, industry, and 
government are pushing for rapid

escalation, unimpeded by legal regulation. 

“There is 2 great unrestricted area of 
electronic surveillance and electronic 
counter-crime measures in which there 
needs to be expansion and further 
innovation,” a government official told 
engineers at the 1959 Carnahan 
Conference. Generally no legal limitations 
on electronic surveillance of large public 
areas exist, he added, and “the challenge 
is wide open.” 

Pau! Baran, an engineer with the Rand 
Corporation, wained in 1967 that by 
permitting the unrestricted adoption of 
sophisticated technology by the police, 
“we could easily end up with the most 
effective, oppressive police state ever 
created.” 

Baran observed that “There is an 
unmistaken amorality which infects some 
of my engineering colleagues. That is, 
whatever we are paid to work on we 
automatically rationalize to be a blessing 
to mankind...Too many of my brethren 
think that merely because something can 
be built and sold, it should be.” With 
unemployment among the colleagues at 
an all-time high, engineers are further 
motivated to work on anything they can 
get paid for 





Their corporate employers, faced with 
dwindling federal funds for aerospace and 
defense, are eagerly looking for new 
markets. Surveillance equipment for the 
home front ts a particularly easy transfer 
of Vietnam technology 

Moreover, the hundreds of millions of 
federal dollars earmarked for 
law-and-order technology dwarf the few 
million available for such needs as 
environmental pollution control. To 
industry the choice is clear. The extent of 
its concern for the way technology can 
best serve humanity was succinctly 
expressed a few years ago by a 
vice-president of the giant Avco 
Corporation: “We have a modest amount 
of altruism and a lot of interest in 
profits.” 

During the 1960's, Yankee ingenuity, 
fueled by federal funding, transformed 
Jules Verne'’s fantasy-a man on the 
moon-into reality. Indications are that 
during the 1970's, the same thing will 
happen to George Orwell's fantasy, Big

Shirley Chisholm 
romance ‘UNbOUght and unbossed’ 


She not only won't obey the 
rules, she won't even play the 
game. Shirley Chisholm, the first 
Black candidate for President, 
the first woman candidate for 
President, hopes to build a 
coalition of disenfranchised on a 
scale never before attempted in 
presidential politics. The New 
York Congresswoman has been a 
maverick since the start of her 
political career, retaining her 
independence and defying the 
ground-rules laid down by 
“experienced” politicians. What 
many of her colleagues in 
Congress mistake for a lack of 
understanding of power politics 
on her part, is actually a lack of 
understanding on their part of 
what she’s after 

Ms. Chisholm holds no 
illusions about her ability to 
bring about radical social change 
simply through her vote in the 
U.S. Congress, but she sees her 
role as a _ catalyst Like 
California's Congressman Ron 
Dellums, she views her political 
office as a resource for shaking 
the system, exposing its lies and 
motivating the Country's 
unrepresented citizens to

If the recent Democratic 
delegate caucuses held last 


Saturday in California are any 
indication of her strength, it 
appears that she will certainly be 
shaking up Presidential hopefuls 
in this State’s June primary 
election. In Sacramento, over 
200 people showed up to 
nominate and select 
representatives from the 3rd 
Congressional District to serve 
on the Chisholm state-wide slate 
The coalition of poor, ethnic 
minorities and women that 
Shirley Chisholm has been 
Speaking to, materialized in 
force 
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It would be hard to imagine 
what other event might bring 
together the seemingly 
incongruous group that gathered 
in the YWCA_ meeting hail 
Saturday morning. Ranging from 
the a-political, anti-political, and 
ex-political to community action 
people, activist “movement” 
people, middle-class housewives, 
working women and welfare 
women, the assembly included 
City Councilwoman Ann Rudin, 
SAEOC Dir. Naaman Brown, 
Bee reporter Nancy Skeleton, 
Oak Park Head Start Director 
Ray White, Draft Help 
Counselor Myra Schimke, NOW 
President Anne Renner, many 
familiar faces of long time 
volunteers in community politics 
and many unfamiliar faces of 
many unrepresented peoples. 
The people unrecognized by the 
system came together, found a 
volunteer parliamentarian and 
set about organizing the New 
Coalition that Shirley Chisholm 
envisioned

ELVIRA MADIGAN (Bo Widerberg) Many people 
have said that LOVE STORY was the beginning of 
a new trend in films, but actually it is the end of a 
long line of very popular foreign films of the 
sixties that included the French A MAN AND A 
WOMAN and this Swedish film made in 1967 
starring Pia Degermark and Thommy Bergren. 
ELVIRA MADIGAN is probably the best of all 
these films, for it was conceived not as a realistic 
drama but as a tone poem about a legend of 
forbidden love. Critics have overworked adjectives 
like “beautiful” and ‘‘exquisite’’, but they are the 
right words. Widerberg was trying to photograph 
the very atmosphere itself and the light that 
infuses it. The result is a series of memorable 
images that uplift the rather sordid plot to the 
realm of fantasy. Playing with the feature are two 
fine shorts. The first is A DAY WITH TIMMY 
PAGE, a charming documentary about an 11 year 
old film maker. The other is the first in a series of 
cartoons starring Betty Boop. It is an anthology of 
Betty’s psychedelic film career called BETTY 
BOOP’S RISE TO FAME. Created by the unsung 
genius of Hollywood cartoons Max Fleishmann, 
the Betty Boop cartoons are certainly the most 
original and influential animated work to come 
from the United States film industry.

MORGAN (Karel Reisz) Another love story movie 
This one is a triangle, for Morgan (David Warner) 
loves both Vanessa Redgrave and King Kong 
Indeed he sees himself as King Kong, the 
beleaguered free sou! trapped on top of the 
Empire State Building fighting desperately against 
the symbols of technology and _ capitalism 
MORGAN, along with the Beatles’ films, helped to 
free British film from the rigidifying realism that 
dominated that nation’s films for so many years. 
Indeed director Karel Reisz had contributed 
magnificently to that tradition with SATURDAY 
NIGHT AND SUNDAY MORNING, but realism 
and radicalism is represented mainly by Morgan’s 
mother and her lonely Marxism. David Warner is 
brilliant as the sly Bohemian scapegoat, but not 
only did he fail to win the awards reaped by his 
co-star but also failed to develop the film career 
his talent deserved. He can be seen currently in the 
uncredited role of the friendly village child 
molester in STRAW DOGS. Playing with 
MORGAN will be another fantasy from the King 
Kong era: chapter three from the Buck Rogers

I VITELLONI (Federico Fellini) Fellini’s early 
attachment to Italian neo-realism is often 
forgotten today lost in the flambuoyant capes and 
masks that are his current pose, but this 1953 
autobiographical film stands as one of his major 
achievements and one of the greatest neo-realism 
films. The title means fatted calves and refers to 
the five aimlessly drifting young men that the film 
follows as they are forced to confront their own 
emptiness as well as that of the village in which 
they drift. Only Moraldo (the Fellini surrogate) 
frees himself through the help of the familiar 
Fellini image of youthful innocence and leaves the 
town bound for Rome. . .and the career depicted 
in LA DOLCE VITA. Also playing is the cartoon 
BETTY BOOP’S UPS AND DOWNS

PRETTY POISON (Noel Black) This 1968 film 
was one of the most exciting first features by a 
young director in many years, but has never really 
found its audience. It slipped into and out of 
Sacramento without causing even a ripple even 
though Rex Reed and a few other critics h had 
been working hard to stir up interest. Now that 
people know it’s a fine film, the re-run houses 
seem to have forgotten about it. It turns up now 
only at Tuesday Weld retrospectives (only so far) 
It too is a “love story,” a tender tale of love 
between a reformed arsonist turned ecological 
crusader (Tony Perkins) and a wholesome, 
All-American drum-majorette and murderer 
(Tuesday Weld). With this movie Tuesday Weld 
finally began to recieve the serious attention she 
deserves as actress and as embodiment of teenage 
Americana at its most alluring and elusive. 
Appropriately enough, the short is RED HOT 
MAMA starring Betty Boop.

LAW AND ORDER (Frederick Wiseman) Wiseman 
is probably the foremost documentary film maker 
in the world. His previous dilms like TITICUT 
FOLLIES and HIGH SCHOOL are far above the 
efforts of anyone else in the field including the 
overpraised M Maysles brothers (SALESMAN, 
GIMME SHELTER). As Edgar Friedenberg has 
pointed out recently, Wiseman’s overriding theme 
in his films is the “process of depersonalization in 
American institutions” by which the society 
ensures the stable functioning of all its cogs. In 
this film Wiseman analyzes the role of the Kansas 
City Police Force inthat community as 
representative of cops everywhere; for there is a 
cop mentality that sees itself as law enforcer, 
social disciplinarian and lastly informal social 
service. The latter is, of course, the major function 
that any police force serves, but Wiseman’s 
brilliantly edited documentary suggests that the 
first two are much more important in the 
policemen’s mind and images and _ institutions 
speak for themselves in a more damaging way 
Hospitals, insane asylums, the army, high schools, 
and police forces are all part of the same 
oppressive force in Wiseman’s work thus far. Can 
colleges be next? Buster Keaton’s best short film 
COPS completes the program

INNOCENCE UNPROTECTED (Dusan 
Makevejev) Another file by the Yugoslavian 
director who made last semester’s brilliant comedy 
LOVE AFFAIR and the hit of last year’s festival 
cycle, W.R.: THE MYSTERIES OF THE 
ORGANISM. Makevejev may well be the most 
original and exciting new director to emerge from 
Europe in years. He is without question the most 
successfully entertaining of the new filmmaking 
generation in Europe. This film is about the 
innocence which falls prey to low intentions 
about strength as an ideal, the courage of a poor 
man, and the victory of love and happiness. This 
delightful cinematic tour-de-force and ironic 
ideological statement features acrobat Dragoljub 
Aleksic, Vera Jovanovic, various corpses, the 
German Military Band, Ex-King of Yugoslavia 
Peter Il, and sundry handmade machines for the 
challenging of death. As Makevejev said about his 
film to a San Francisco audience, “Have a good 
time. This is a very serious film.’ The sorts are

SATURDAY NIGHT AND SUNDAY MORNING 
(Karl Reisz) This film version of Alan Sillitoe’s 
novel stars Albert Finney, Rachel Roberts, and 
Shirley Ann Field. Its main character shares many 
of the same attributes that made heroes out of a 
lot of contemporary outcasts in films like FIVE 
EASY PIECES, EASY RIDER, A CLOCKWORK 
ORANGE, etc.; he is a cocky, womanizing, bastard 
who holds all institutions and traditions in 
contempt except a very few personal relationships 
Back in 1961, however, no one dared to criticize 
or condemn working class heroes, so the film drew 
unqualified raves. But Sillitoe heroes, like 
Hemingway's have always been outsiders who 
remain remote outsiders or men who draw the line 
somewhere. Women and marriage are equated 
with death, but Arthur Seaton has his fling at life 
first before accepting the death of life 
Inarticulate, crass, lecherous, hostile, Arthur 
Seaton still represents the life principle in a world 
of automatons.

BEAUTIES OF THE NIGHT (Rene Clair) This 
1952 film comedy stars Gerard Philipe and Gina 
Lollogrigada in a Walter Mitty type story about a 
small town teacher who dreams of romantic 
conquests in every period of history except his 
own.

HIS GIRL FRIDAY (Howard Hawks) The choice 
for the American director tribute this semester is 
Howard Hawks, who has always been more 
honored abroad than in this country until 
recently. We have chosen to show his comedies 
rather than his adventure films because, at this 
point, if seems that his comedies will last longer 
than his celebrations of the western hero and the 
values of male companionships. The comedies are 
still fast, witty, and filled with dynamic women. 
Appropriately enough, HIS GIRL FRIDAY is a 
remake of FRONT PAGE, a Ben Hecht play 
celebrating a typical Hawksian male 
companionship. But for this remake Hawks 
decided to cast a woman in one of the male leads, 
while retaining most of the ongina! dialogue. Roz 
Russell stars in the sex-change role while Cary 
Grant and Ralph Bellamy compete for her 
romantically. This also must be one of the first 


films to have at its center a divorced, career 
woman. It is a very funny comedy ostensibly 
about the newspaper business, but really about 


what compromises men must make before they are 
eligible to marry a truly free soul.

BRINGING UP BABY (Howard Hawks) Again 


Cary Grant stars as the repressed, limited male 
who must be liberated by the power of a free 
woman, in this case Katherine Hepburn. Grant is a 
repressed professor who must go through a series 
of freeing sex humiliations and reversals that 
Suggest a restoration of lost manhood - stolen by 
the society Hepburn represents total 
irresponsibility triumphant as the rich girl who 
destroys Grant’s career and creates a man in the 
process. Charlie Ruggles, Barry Fitzgerald, May 
Robson, and Fritz Feld recreate their familiar 
Stereotypes in various scenes and the whole 
impossible situation of professors, and rich 
decadents, and cornpole cops, and a loose leopard 
are kept moving so quickly by Hawks that you 
never stop laughing, except perhaps to admire 
Katherine Hepburn’s glowing youth and energy.

SEVEN SAMURAL (Akira Kurosawa) 
Sophisticated sneerers have always referred to 
samurai films as “eastern westerns” and Toshiro 
Mifune as an oriental John Wayne. But no one has 
ever made better eastern westerns than Kurosawa. 
Indeed his masterpieces in the genre have spawned 
western imitation (THE MAGNIFICENT SEVEN 
and FISTFUL OF DOLLARS). The action takes 
place in a 16th century small farming village 
threatened by bandits. They hire professionals

eventual freedom results. Donald Ritchie suggests 
that “‘it is also perhaps the best Japanese film ever 
made.”

arguments, the veetings and Board 
actions usually move their way. Since 
their way is the way of the expanding 
company, the cofmpany that gets bigger 
and takes home more profit. it is not too 
surprising that the Board of Directors 
decided just to keep the $16,666 that was 
left over after it doled out the rest of the 
Foundation’s profits. But the myth of the 
non-profit Foundation is just a myth 
“The major purpose of the Hornet 
Foundation is to finance and manage the 
Food Services, Bookstore, and vending 
machine enterprises 


ABOLISH ? 


On October 13, 1971, former student 
Board of Directors inember Gary Green 
appeared before the ASSSC Senate and 
asked that the Hornet Foundation be 
abolished and its functions taken over by 
the Associated Students. The reason he 
cited for this request was the 
unresponsive attitude of the management 
towards the students, most particularly in 
the treatment of dorm students by Food 
Service. The Senate formed a committee 
to look into the possibility of ASSSC 
running the Foundation’s operations as is 


currently being done on some college 
campuses (San Francisco State for 
example) (San Francisco _State’s 
Foundation has been running into 


financial troubles. The student managers 
of the foundation claim that the debts are 
due to the actions of the college 
administration.) 

The Hornet Foundation’snext Board of 
Directors meeting was the following day 
At this meeting, Webb rebutted Green's 
charges in the area of food management, 
noting the appointment of Ralph Romig 
as Food Service Manager as a step 
towards trying the change the quality of 
the food. Ultimately the question boiled 
down to whether or not the Foundation 
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patties, lettuce, tomatoes, Buz Sauce on a 
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is behaving in a responsive manner to the 
students it is supposedly serving, and to 
the question of what the guiding 
philosophy of the Foundation should be 
There was no attempt at that meeting to 
answer those questions 

77777? 

What is the Hornet Foundation’s 
purpose? The question is not a new one, 
but it is one that the Foundation tends to 
ignore. In March of 1968 at a Board of 
Directors meeting, a committee was 
formed to look at Foundation policy, but 
it never reported back. When Green raised 
the question in the Board meeting, it was 
pushed around and neglected 

However, Green was also serving on the 
ASSSC committee which was looking 
into the possibility of ASSSC take-over of 
Foundation operations. He, Dean of 
Students Norman Better, and the two 
other students on the committee, decided 
that the question was too 
all-encompassing for such a_ small 
committee, so he reported back to the 
Senate the recommendation that a new 
committee be formed. This committee 
would report to President Hyink its 
recommendations concerning Foundation 
practice and philosophy. Due to the 
amount of time the Senate spent on the 


homecoming queen hassles and the 
Shockley affair, Green was unable to 
make his report for over a month 


Finally, in January this second 
committee was formed. Green was not on 


it 


POWER & INFLUENCE 


When asked why he favored ASSSC 
operation of the Foundation’s operations

a more active part in the affairs of the 
students and the community. And in 
Machiavellian terms, money means power 
and influence, and if the student 
government controlled this multi-million 
dollar operation, then I am sure that it 
would help influence the community as 
well as the college administration in 
solving many of the problems the 
students feel are the most necessary to 
resolve.” 

Unfortunately, after he has started all 
this momentum for change in the 
Foundation, Gary Green has been 
reduced from participant to spectator 
Mike Hackard refused to appoint him to 
the ASSSC investigative committee, and 
since Green's term as Board member has 
expired he is no longer a force in the 
Foundation. He has lobbied wel) for the

FOOD SERVICE 





The Hornet Foundation Food Service 
periorms a number of functions. It 
operates the cafeteria and snack bar year 
around for campus use. It serves meals to 
the dormitory students. It makes the 
sandwiches that appear in the 
Servomation cold food machines 

Food Service is operated at a loss. Last 
year it lost $4,574. The reason it loses 


money is because of the high operating 
expenses it chalks up. The gross profit on 
food is over 60%, but Food Service 





operated under a union contract, so it 
pays out more in wages than most other 
college food operations. Compare to the 
Hornet Bookstore, for example, last year 
Food Service had nearly $100,000 more 
in Operating expenses, but nearly 
$800,000 less in sales. Food Service 
would make, a profit, but it stays open 
during the summer when there is little 
business and it spends the rest of the year 
trying to make up for its summer losses 

Food Service also provides daily meal 
service for the students who live in the 
dormitory. The quality of this service is 
not very high, and discontent runs deep 
among the dorm _ students This 
discontent nearly manifested itself in a 
massive food fight on January !9, but the 
planned fight never got off the ground. 
This was due to the fact that not only 
Food Service Manager Ralph Romig was 
present, biac also Dean Better, Housing 
Director Joe leCamera, and the Head 
Residents of the dormitories. Backing up 
the Administrative muscle was the 
Campus Security force, which was called 
in by Romig to patrol around the 
building. Romig was taking no chances 
But the incident shows that he is aware of 
the student's dissatisfaction 


DORM STUDENTS 


Dorm students pay $244 a semester to 
have iwo meals a day served in the 
dafeteria. They have dinner and thier 
choice of breakfast or lunch. Since these 
$87 people represent about $140,000 in 
business to the Foundation, they 
been given one representative on the 
Foundation’s Board of Directors 
(currently this person is Rod Gillespie). 
This does not always mean that their 
interests will always be represented, 
however. Over the summer, while school 
was not in session and the Board had no 
meetings, Romig and Webb planned to 
remove the option of lunch from the 
dormitory scheme, leaving students with 
only the choice of whether or not to go 
to breakfast, not whether to go t 
breakfast or to lunch. They reconsidered 
atter a couple of student complaints 
indicated that the move would be more 
trouble than it was worth 

Such a move would have been worth 
money to the Foundation. Food Service's 
dealings with the dorms are on an 
absentee basis, Food Service counts on a 
certain number of students to miss meals, 
and uses the money these students have

the students who do take their meals. The 
lunch option means that students who 
would miss breakfast can still have lunch, 
which means that the money the 
Foundation would have had 
these students missed a meal is going to 
have to be spent on their lunches. Its not 
that the Foundation is losing money on 
the deal, it’s just that the Foundation 
isn't making as much as it might 
otherwise

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SACRAMENTO 


Construction is due to begin soon on a 
new dormitory cafeteria, hopefully to be 
complete by Fall of 1973. Housing 
Director Joe leCamera hopes that this 
new facility will be free of Foundation 
control and allowed to run under the 
auspices of the Housing Office. This will 
eliminate the red tape involved in food 
complaints, and allow for a lower 
overhead since the new cafeteria will not 
have to hire union help 

HORNET BOOKSTORE 

rhe Hornet Bookstore is the 
Foundation’s biggest moneymaker. Last 
year it made a net profit of $61.493 for 


the Foundation. This money comes from 
sales of textbooks, trade books. supplies 
ind the store's various other types of 
merchandise. The bookstore is basically 
fair ue its pricing practices. Book prices 
ar set by the publishers, and the 


bookstore is allowed between 20% and 
42% as a discount 

The Bookstore is managed by Karl 
Lorentzen. Lorentzen has mentioned that 
he would like to see a student discount 
instated (so that students would get some 
break on prices). But current Foundation 


policy will not allow this to happen 
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PARTING SHOTS 

I haven’t gone into much detail on the 
Foundation’s vending machine 
operations. Briefly, the Foundation made 
$28,664 in commissions from the vending 
machines on campus last year. Since 
Servomation gives the Foundation about 
19% of the money taken in by the 
machines, that means there were about 
$143,000 spent on the Servomation 
machines. That amount is sure to 
increase: Servomation just asked to raise 
the price of soft drinks to $.15, and 
wants to increase the price of other 
merchandise as weli. The Board of 
Directors is putting this off until the 
summer. At least there will be fewer 
students around to complain then. 


MONOPOLY 


I would like to say that the Hornet 
Foundation has a monopoly in the 
services it performs here on campus, and 
that my personal philosophy runs counter 
to that of the Foundation, at least as far 
as its conduct towards the students goes 
I would personally like to see the Hornet 
Foundation’s amount of profit limited to

Joe was 15 years old when a 
friend turned him on to heroin, 
and for the next eight years his 
life became the street existence 
of the “junkie”. Joe had heard 
his minister and __ teachers 
expound on the ‘dangers of 
drugs”, spouting words, but as 
far as Joe was concerned their 
words were establishment lies 
Lies meant to make him do what 
they wanted him to do, not 
what he wanted to do for 
himself 

To support his habit, Joe 
began to steal. He and some 
friends would check out a house 
by telephoning if no one 
answered they would break in 
and rip off TV sets, stereo’s, 
anything that would sell. After a 
while he began pushing~selline 
Heroin. If money got really tight, 
he could send his girl—also 
hooked on drugs onto the 
street to hustle and turn tricks 
Prostitution is one of the easiest 
ways for girls to earn money, 
and they often support both 
their and their boyfriend’s habit. 

Joe strongly believes that 
many middie class kids turn to 
drugs as an escape from our 
‘“*technocratic”’ society. 
Theodore Roszak, author of The 
Making of a Counter Culture, 
describes “‘technocratic’’ as an 
industrial society that is 
completely integrated 
organizationally. It is the end 
result of our modernizing, 
updating, rationalizing, planning 
and interlocking processes, of 
the world of efficiency, social 
security, affiuence and 
coordination 

A good family life might help 
kids come to grips with the 
society they've been thrown 
into-but even the most attentive 
open-minded loving home can't 
always counteract the escape 
drugs offer 





Drugs aren't confined to the 
ghettos anymore. In_ the last 
generation more and = more 
middle-class kids are getting 
fixed. The more affluent the 
kid’s family is, the more apt he 
is to stay in school. But there are 
very few hard addicts in college, 
mainly because of the cost of 
their habit. Habits can run 
upwards to a 100 dollars-a-day, 
space out the mind, stow down 
reactions such that 
concentration on classroom 
studies is impossible 

For many years drugs coming 
into the Sacramento area came 
from Mexico. Opium was grown 
and refined across the border, 
then smuggled in. It was cheap, 
and brown, instead of clear, 
white. At that time it was 
controlled by the Chicano 


community for blacks and 
whites didn’t have the 
connections 

That is all beginning to 


change. In the last few years the 
major supply of heroin coming 
to the West Coast is from 
South-East Asia. It is almost 
always pure white and nearly 90 
per cent pure. The Mexican, 
rown variety only ran 25 per 
cent pure. A “junkie” in need of 
a fix isn’t too concerned with 
testing the quality of the heroin 
He has to have a fix or he'll get 
sick. Once he scores and gets the 
stuff, the rest is mechanical 

Joe talked about the 
de-humanization involved with 
drugs. A “junkie” will turn on 
anyone if it helps support his 
habit. There is no concern, 
commitment felt if the kid he 
turned on dies from = an 
over-dose, it is part of the escape 
from the “technocratic”’ society 

Joe has been completely clean 
for 3 months now. He broke all 
contact with his life of the past 
eight years. He’s in college trying 
to make it straight. Although the 
physical habit is broken the 
mental habit is a continual 
demon in the back of his mind 
That’s why if he saw someone 
stoned he wouldn't go over and 
try and solve his problems and 
get him off drugs, just being near 
someone who is stoned brings 
back the desire to escape, to fix

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In May of 1970 I undertook 
to represent the Associated 
Students in a law suit entitled 
ASSSC v. Butz, et. al. on a 
voluntary basis and thereafter 
agreed to represent the 
Associated Students on an on 
going basis Upon the 
completion of the law suit in 
1970 I thereafter advised Joe 
Hay, Student Body President on 
a number of  political-legal 
subjects such as student bail 
projects, disciplinary rules, and 
housing discrimination. During 
that same time and during this 
last academic year I have been 
periodically contacted by Mr 
Krier, the business manager of 
the Associated Students on a 
number of contractual questions 
facing the Associated Students 

In recent months I have found 
that my association with the 
Associated Students has caused 
possible conflicts in legal action 
which our office or the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
through our office has wished to 
pursue. Because of the growing 
frequency of such conflicts I 
believe it necessary at this time 
that I formally notify you that 
our continuing relationship must 
be severed. While I retain a 
strong interest in the actions of 
the student government and 
would be willing on a case by 
case basis to represent the 
Associated Students if the need 
arose, our “‘Attorney of Record 
Agreement” is terminated

As I am sure that you are 
aware this office in addition to 
representing many members of 
the faculty and staff of 
Sacramento State College is 
known for its litigation § in 
support of civil liberties. Indeed, 
my first representation of the 
Associated Students was in the 
case of ASSSC v. Butz, a 
question involving student and 
faculty freedom of speech and 
association on the campus. In 
recent months the American 
Civil Liberties Union who we 
represent in this area has made 
it’s position clear on the 
so-called “Shockley Affair.” 


“SHOCKLEY AFFAIR 
REPUGNANT” 


Quite frankly after establishing 
the principle that the College 
campus was open to all persons 
no matter how repugnant their 
beliefs to other segments of the 
community I was quite 
disappointed to see the action of 
the Associated Students and the 
faculty in not supporting the 
basic principle established in 
ASSSC v. Butz and in our other 
case of Hayden v. Butz. The 
possibility that this office will 
again be involved in litigation to 
reaffirm the same pnnciple 
established in those cases is the 
primary reason that 4k must 
rescind our prior agreement 


In reviewing the arguments in 
the “Shockley Affair” it appears 
that he is to be denied access to 
an academic institution because 
he is a racist and an insult to and 
abhorred by blacks and 
non-racists) You will recall that 
Tom Hayden’s views were 
abhorred by the Chancellor and 
those who abhorred violence. 
Further, you will recall that the 
views of the homosexual society 
and its presence on campus was 
abhorred by great numbers of 
persons. Obviously any 
controversial figure has by 
definition a great number of 
persons who oppose his views 
and find them insulting or 
abhorrant. Popularity of views 
or the intensity of oppositions 
of such views has never been the 
constitutional or academic test 
for admittance to an academic 
forum 


If the Associated Students are 
going to keep a list of those 
persons it will ban from the 
campus then you are in exactly 
the same position as the College 
and Trustees in 1970 when its 
list included homosexuals and 
Tom Hayden. Similarly on the 
Chancellor’s list for the 
University of California are H 
Bruce Franklin and Angela 
Davis. Obviously my office has 
to be free to attack all keepers 
of lists 





Finally, | should like to note 
an interesting historical fact. It is 
true that history repeats itself. 
In 1972 the Associated Students 
narrowly deferred “indictment” 
of the professor who brought 
Shockley to the campus because 
“she provided for the opposing 
view"’ to counteract Shockley’s 


* speech. In 1963 Superintendent 


of Instruction, Max Rafferty 
spoke at Sacramento State 
College stating that he had no 
objection whatsoever to a 
Communist s peaking at 
Sacramento State College just so 
long as J. Edgar Hoover or his 
representative was standing next 
to him to rebut anything he said. 
Rafferty’s argument then and 
the Associated Students 
argument now assumes that 
students are children who 
cannot weigh for themselves the 
information but must rather 
have a structured form to avoid 
indoctrination. 

1 would hope that the 
Associated Students would 
return to the very basic and 
simple but fundamental 
principle that an academic 
institution is open to all views, 
no matter how repugnant, and 
desists from the keeping of lists 
of those persons whose ideas are 
not to be exposed to the 
Student Body.
